The newly introduced claimed limitations found in Claims 9, 17 and 18 raises new issues that would require further consideration and 
search. For example, the limitation where said radial sealing lip "extends axially inardly in relation to said planar bottom surface in a 
direction opposite said axial sealing lip" raises 35 USC 112, 1st paragraph issues since it fails to comply with the written description 
requirement.
